ation today. It leaves Brennan, who 
was not so well known outside of Illi- 
nois politics before the recent. death of 
Roger C. Sullivan, looming up as one of 
the picturesque figures of political his- 
tory, and if McAdoo is headed off Bren- 
nan more than almost any other man 
may lay claim to responsibility for such 
a result. E 
It is Brennan who is talked about 
here more than Murphy of Tammany 
Hall, or Tom Taggart, leader of the 
Democratic forces of Indiana, when th: 
subject of the ability of McAdoo’s 
friends to overcome the opposition built 
up against him, is discussed.

TIME AND THE WAR MEMORIAL. 

At the first meeting of the Mayor’s 
War Memorial Committee, on June 10, 
‘a scant forty were present out of a 
total membership of more than three 
hundred. The committee had before it 
a report, rendered two months before, 
by. a “Jury of Artists" composed of 
twelve of our most distinguished au- 
thorities; yet. the report of the com- 
mittee makes -no reference to the 
report of the Jury of Artists, and fur- 
thermore proposes a form of memorial 
which the jury specifically declared 
undesirable and which would have cost 
the city $18,000,000. Definite action 
was fortunately 
meeting of the Mayor’s Committee 
being appointed for July 22. Every 
effort is now being made to secure for 
this meeting a full attendance, but a 








best qualiffed to act wisely and from 
a thorough professional equipment are 
already absent from the city, ‘There 
is reason to fear that the attendance 
will: be no better than on June 10. 

The matter is one in which haste is 
certain to be followed by a long and 
not leisurely repentance. As to. our 
own monumental errors of the past 
we muy permit ourselves an indulgent 
silence, but the Siegesallee of Berlin 
should rise as a warning that there are 
matters in which wealth and patriotic 
energy are not sufficient. We are for- 
tunate in commanding all requisite 
material resources; the occasion and 
the theme are of the noblest. Prop- 
erly conceived and executed, the me- 
morial should be for all time a crown- 
ing glory .of our city. Yet the 
problem presents peculiar difficulties— 
difficulties for the solution of which 
time for discussion and _ refléection ‘is 
as necessary as judgment and artistic 
skill. 

Of all modern cities New York lends 
itself least easily to the creation of 
monumental beauty. It is densely 
built and has virtually no sites re- 
maining in its central portion upon 
which a memorial would stand forth 
in perspective. The city as a whole 
lacks the architectural harmony and 
Proportion necessary to a monumen- 


to} tal setfing. In a measure the prob- 


lem might be solved .by one of the 
projécted water gates; yet, as the 
Jury of Artists points out, the beauty 
of such a monument would be mainly 
apparent from the water side. If 
placed on thé Riverside Drive, ‘* only 
“* the rear of the monument would be 
“much seen’? by those for whom, 
after all, it was created. Battery 
Park is too limited in space to afford 
an effective site without sacrificing 
its own ‘old-time character’’ and 
chistoric. interest. There are objec-

The political situation is a curious one 
and to the average citizen looking 
toward the future with a natural desire 
for the amelioration of the present bad 
(or worst possible) conditions the out- 
look is, to put the matter mildly, most 
disappointing.

Syndicate Takes $8,000,000 of 
Utah-idaho Company’s Issue. . 


A banking syndicate headed by the 
Bankers ‘Trust Company, George H. 
Burr & Co. and Halsey, Stuart & Co., 
has purchased $8,000,000 serial first 
mortgage 7 per cent. bonds of the Utah-
